HEN  I  wrote  my  Letter  to  Do6lor 

^  ’  Cadogan,  on  the  fubje£t  of  the  Gout, 

there  was  nothing  farther  from  my  thoughts 

than  a  defign  of  praftifing  phyfic  ;  nor  fliould 

'  # 

I  indeed  have  publifhed  that  letter,  but  at  the 
particular  folicitatioa  of  fome  friends,  who 
knew  how  different  my  opinion  was  from -that 
of  the  Do6tor,  with  regard  to  the  caufe  of  the 
Gout' and  the  effe6ls  of  medicine.  They  ob- 
ferved  that  my  recovery  from  the  fits  of  the 
Gout  was  not  like  other  people’s ;  ,  and,  as 
they  knew  with  what  intenfe  application  I  had 

fludied  the  fubjedl  of  this  difeafe,  they  thought 

« 

mv  remarks  would  be  of  confiderable  ufe  to 

r  ' 

gouty  men  in  general.  An  attention  to  this 
circumftance  was  my  foie  rnotive  for  the  pub¬ 
lication  of  that  letter.  At  that  time  I  had 
never  tried  the  effedl  of  my  medicines  on  any 
one  but  myfelf ;  nor  perhaps  ever  fnould,  but 
for  that  public  addrefsj  tho’  I  did  upon  all 

occafions 
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occafions  declare  my  readinefs  to  adminider 
them  within  the  private  circle  of  my  own  ac¬ 
quaintance.  All  topical  applications  for  this 
complaint  were  (before  Dodor  Cadoga'n  pub- 
lilhed  his  Treatife  on  the  Gout)  held  as  cer¬ 
tainly  deftrucdive.  It  was  therefore  in  vain 
to  combat  with  this  prejudice,  notwirhftand- 
ing  my  happy  and  fpeedy  recoveries.  How¬ 
ever,  in  confequence  of  that  publication,  I 
had  the  pleafing  fatisfadlion  of  receiving  fundry 

letters  from  fome  very  eminent  and  diftinguifhed 
gentlemen  of  the  faculty,  expreffing  their  ap¬ 
probation  of  it.  It  likewife  produced  appli¬ 
cations  from  many  people  afflidled  with  the 
Gout,  who  now  became  very  defirous  (from 
what  I  had  wrote)  of  trying  the  fame  means 
which  had  fo  eminently  relieved  me.  I  did 
not  refufe  the  medicines  to  any  of  my  neigh¬ 
bors,  where  I  could  be  a  witnefs  of  their 
being  properly  ufcdj  and  I  had  the  grateful 
pleafure  of  feeing  their  fuccefs  on  every  one 
'who  tried  them. — Their  good  effed  indeed  on 
fome  gentlemen  was  fo  furprifing,  that  I  fhall 
not  red  the  relation  of  it  on  my  fingle  tedi- 
mony.  I  am  not  afraid  of  any  impeachment 

of 
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of  my  own  veracity;  but  the  public  have  a 
right  to  every  fpecies  of  evidence  in  all  matters 
in  which  they  are  interefted,  more  particularly 
in  thofe  which  regard  their  health,  the  moib 
Valuable  of  all  terreflrial  enjoyments, 

-  The  bare  hint  to  thofe  gentlemen  of  the 

i 

necellity  of  their  teftimony  was  fufficient ;  and 
they  have  authorifed  me  to  fay,  that  every 
thing  related  of  them  in  this  pamphlet  is 
ftridtly  true.  The  public  are  certainly  as  much 
indebted  to  them  for  this  candor  as  myfelf; 
as  it  moft  obvioudy  flows  from  that  liberality 
and  univerfal  benevolence  which  does  honor 
to  human  nature,  ^  .  ‘ 

The  firfl  gentleman  that  tried  my  medicines 
was  the  Rev.  Mr.  Camplin,  in  BrifioL  He 
had  a  fevere  fit  of  the  Gout,  which  attacked 
him  in  his  feet,  which,  when  I  firfl  faw  him 
were  much  fwollen  and  inflamed,  the  infiam- 
mation  going  off:  I  might  now  have  made  a 
merit  of  inftancly  relieving  him  i  but  fuch 
pitiful  arts  will  never  be  pradifed  by  thofe, 
whole  views  are  truly  direded  to  ferve  man¬ 
kind. 
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kind,  I  told  Mr.  Camplin  that  it  appeared 
to  me  his  fit  was  going  off,  and  therefore  re¬ 
commended  it  to  him  to  have  only  the  word 
foot  anointed,  in  order  to  fee  how  much  fooner 
that  would  recover  it’s  tone  than  the  other : 
at  the  fame  time  I  preffed  him  conflantly  to 
take  the  internal  medicine,  in  order  to  prevent 
a  relapfe,  by  expunging  from  his  habit  the 
remaining  peccant  humor,  which  I  w?.s  well 


perfuaded  was  dill  there.  He  foon  grew  bet¬ 
ter,  and  the  anointed  foot  perceptibly  reco¬ 
vered  it’s  tone  before  the  other:  but  having 
negleded  the  ufe  of  the  internal  medicine,  and 
being  obliged  to  give  an  unufual  long  attend¬ 
ance  at  a  funeral  in  very  frody  weather,  he 
caught  a  violent  cold,  which  brought  on  a 
relapfe  of  the  Gout.  He  was  now  attacked 
in  the  great  toe  of  that  foot  which  had  not 
been  anointed,  v;hich  was  highly  inflamed  and 

extremely  painful :  the  liniment  was  applied 

( 

at  a  proper  time,  in  order  to  prove  it’s  anodine 
quality  *,  it  had  the  defired  eflbdb,  and  removed 
the  pain  immediately.  In  three  days  alter 
Mr.  Camplin  put  on  his  common  fhoes,  and 
did  duty  at  the  Cathedral:  not  many  days  in¬ 
tervened 
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tervened  before  he  was  able  in  a  fevere  froft 
vifit  a  gentleman  on  foot,  at  the  diftance  of  fix 
miles  from  his  own  houfe ;  and  the  next  morn¬ 
ing  returning  the  fame  way,  has  continued 
free  from  the  Gout  ever  fince. 

I  DO  not  from  hence  infer  that  Mr.  Camplin 
is  radically  cured  of  the  Gout;  I  am  tho¬ 
roughly  convinced  no  fuch  thing  can  reafon- 
ably  be  expelled  in  every  conilitution ;  and  I 
cannot  help  thinking,  that  he  who  arrogantly 
promifcs  fuch  a  cure  mull  be  either  ignorant 
or  difhoneft;  his  vain  pretences  mufl  arife  from 
his  want  of  a  perfedl  knowledge  of  the  human 
frame,  the  nature  of  the  difeafe,  and  the  power 
of  medicine  ;  or  from  a  defign  to  make  a  pro¬ 
perty  of  the  patient,  which  has  been  lately 
done,  to  the  fcandal  of  phyfic,  the  difcredit 
of  the  pradlitioner,  and  the  manifeil  injury  of 
the  patient.  I  believe,  however,  that  thofe 
who  have  brought  on  the  gout  by  indolence 
and  intemperance  may  fometimes  get  rid  of  it 
‘  again  by  an  oppofite  mode  of  living ;  I  had 
once  an  opportunity  of  feeing  this  verified: 
A  gentleman  (I  had  the  honor  of  being  known 

to); 
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to)  oblerving  a  laboring  man  very  induilrious, 
and  of  a  remarkable  civil  deportment,  made 
bim  his  gate-porter :  the  man  had  now  the 
range  of  his  patron’s  kitchen  and  cellar,  the 
produce  of  which  he  grew  extremely  fond  of, 
and  in  a  few  years  became  very  gouty  :  at  the 
fame  time  growing  indolent  and  infolent  he 
was  difmhled  from  his  place ;  and  confcquently, 
being  obliged  to  return  to  his  former  abft’emi- 
ous  and  laborious  life,  he  never  had  the  Gout 
afterwards. 

On  the  other  hand,  I  have  known  many 
inftances  of  poor  laboring  men  who  have 
been  (notwithftanding  their  great  exercife  and 
necelTary  abftinence )  feverely  afflidled  with  the 
Gout.  From"  thefe  inftances,  it  is  demonftra- 
ble,-  indblence  and  intemperance  produce  the 
fame  effedl:  in  fome  conftitutions  which  nature 
does*  in  others,  and  which  cannot  totally  be 

r 

prevented  by  any  means  whatever;  at  leaft 

by  no  other  .means  but  fuch,  as  I  fear’no  gen¬ 
tleman  will  fubmit  to  :  happy -therefore,  un- 
Ipeakably  happy  is  it,  that  the  power  of  me¬ 
dicine  will  give  immediate  eafe  in  the  moft- 


excru- 
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ciating  paroxyfms  of  the  Gout,  confiderably 
fliorten  the  fits,  and  reftore  to  health  lan¬ 
guid  gouty  conftitution ;  and  that  it  will  do 
this,  my  own  perfonal  experience,  and  that  of 
the  other  gentlemen  who  have  fubmitted  to  my 
praftice,  will  mofl:  evidently  prove ;  and  will, 
I  hope,  exculpate  me  from  the  wretched  ifnpu- 

t 

tation  of  being  a  vain  and  arrogant  pretender 
to  the  healing  art;  an  art  which,  when  fairly 
and  honeilly  purfued,  has  ever  been  confidered 
as  highly  honorable,  and  deferving  every 
liberal  encouragement. 

If  an  invidious  reader  fhould  furmife  I  have 
made  thefe  reflexions  with  a  principal  view  to 
promote  my  own  praXice  and  the  fale  of  my 
medicines,  I  can  only  fay  he  does  not  do  me 
juftice.  My  former  fufferings,  and  the  fuffer- 
ings  of  thofe  friends  who  were  exceedingly  dear 
to  me,  have  created  in  me  a  tender  feeling  for 
the  miferies  of  gouty  people  in  general,  and 
a  flrong  defire  of  relieving  them  :  and  why 
fhould  it  be  fuppofed,  by  thefe  milerable  ob- 
jeXs  of  compaflion,  that  the  great,  glorious, 
and  beneficent  Almighty  Being  has  with-held 

B  from 
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from  them  thofe  remedies  for  their  diforder^ 
which  he  has  fo  indulgently  provided  and 
given  to  others  ?  I  wilh  young  people  in  par¬ 
ticular,  who  are  attacked  -with  the  Gout, 
ferioufly  to  confider  thofe  dreadful  confe- 
quences  of  this  difeafe,  which  fo  often  prefent 
themfelves  to  public  view,  but  which,  by 
a  fkilful  ufe  of  medicine,  may  be  effedually 

i 

and  fafely  prevented.

Thus  much  I  may  with  flrict  propriety 
be  allowed  to  fay,  as  I  have  not  for  fifteen 
years  pafh  received  the  leafi:  apparent  injury 
from  the  Gout  *,  in  the  courfe  of  which  time 

i 

I  have  feen  numbers  of  young  and  middle-aged 
people  cut  off  by  this  fatal  difeafe  ^  and  others 
rendered  miferable  cripples ;  a  condition  per¬ 
haps  worfe  than  death  itfelf.  ,And  when  I 
refledl  on  the  pain  I  formerly  fuffered,  and 
confider  the  apparent  injury  the  Gout  did  to 
my  perfon  and  conftitution,  how  do  I  lament 
that  thofe  remedies  now  offered  to  the  public 
were  then  unknown  to  me  j 

The 
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The  next  gentleman  who  tried  my  medicines 
was  Mr.  Paulin,  on  the  North-Parade  in  Bath, 
He  had  'been  afflidled  with  the  Gout  for  twelve 
years  :  the  fit  in  which  I  attended  him  had 
tortured  him  with  little  intermiffion  for  fix 
months  *,  at  which  time  he  was  attacked  again 
with  great  violence  in  his  knees :  in  this  fitu- 
ation  every  thing  having  been  done  for  him, 
it  was  recommended  by  a  gentleman  of  the 
faculty  to  procure  my  affiftance.  Mr.  Pau¬ 
lin  was  at  a  lofs  how  to  do  this,  as  I  had  pub¬ 
licly  declared  I  would  take  no  fees, -  and  was 
wholly  unknown  to  him.  Mr.  Gyde  was 
now  pointed  out  as  one  who  knew  me  :  he 
kindly  undertook  the  office  of  foliciting  my 
attendance  on  Mr.  Paulin,  and  came  exprefs 
to  Ajhton  for  this  purpofe.  Mr.  Gyde  was  a 
perfon  I  had  a  fingular  pleafure  in  obliging, 

*■  f 

and  therefore  at  his  earned:  requefi:  I  waited  on 
Mr.  Paulin,  whom  I  found  in  bed. 

He  gave  me  a  circumftantial  account  of  his 
conftitution,  and  the  nature  of  his  complaints  j 
I  aifured  him  of  relief,  provided  he  exadly 
followed  my  diredionsj  .  which  he  promifed 

B  2  mod: 
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xpoft  pundlually  to  do:  I  then  faw  his  knees 
well  anointed  with  the  liniment :  In  about  half 
an  hour  Mr.  Paulin  declared  he  was  perfedly 

free  from  pain,  and  was  able  to  extend  his 

« 

leg,  which  was  before  contraded.  Three  weeks 
after  this  he  very  politely  made  me  a  vifit  at 
AJhton^  that  I  might  have  the  pleafing  fatif- 
fadtion  of  enjoying  his  recovery ;  he  iikewife 
brought  his  apothecary  with  him,  who  declared 
Mr.  Paulin  appeared  to  him  to  be  then  in  a 
better  Hate  of  health  than  he  had  been  in  for 
five  years  before :  the  fame  remark  was  made 

of  him  four  months  after  by  Mrs.  Paulin, 
and  Iikewife  by  many  of  his  friends  at  Bath. 

It  is  natural  to  fuppofe  Mr.  Paulin’s  reco¬ 
very  was  much  talked  of,  and  produced  other 
applications.  One  was  now  made  to  me  by  a 
very  fenfible  and  polite  man  in  favour  of  his 

I 

friend  Thomas  Gilbert,  Efq-,  af  Bathwick^ 
whofe  cafe  he  told  me,  was  both  a  lingular  and 
melancholy  one ;  for  that  he  had,  in  confe- 
quence  of  a  fit  of  the  Gout,  totally  lofi;  the 
ufe  of  his  legs  v  had  tried  the  hot- bath,  the 
dry  pump,  and  every  other  common  method 

of 


of  relief  to  no  purpofe,  and  therefore  defpaircd 
of  any :  He  alked  me  what  I  thought  of  his 
cafe,  and  defired  I  would  ingenuoufly  tell  him 
whether  there  was  any  chance  of  his  recovery 
by  the  means  of  thofe  medicines  which  had  fo 
remarkably  relieved  Mr.  Paulin.  I  candidly 
anfwered  him,  that  I  thought  Mr.  Gilbert’s 
cafe  was  fo  bad  there  was  but  little  room  for 
him  to  expe(51:  relief ;  however  that  I  would  rea¬ 
dily  make  him  a  vifit  when  I  fhould  be  enabled 
to  be  more  explicit.  I  agreed  with  that  gentle¬ 
man  on  the  day  of  meeting  him  at  Bath^  when 
he  was  to  introduce  me  to  Mr.  Gilbert*,  which 
he  accordingly  did:  I  found  Mr.  Gilbert  In 
his  armed  chair,  exactly  anfvvering  the  de- 
feription  before  given  of  him:  He  confirmed 
what  his  friend  had  related,  and  added,  that 
he  had  been  afiiifled  with  the  Gout  for  twenty 
37’ears  paft ;  that  fubfequent  to  his  lafl  fit  he 
was  {lightly  fcruck  with  the  palfy,  of  which, 
however,  he  was  perfedly  recovered.  Soon 
after  he  was  feverely  attacked  with  the  gout, 
which  held  him  for  five  months,  and  on  going 
off  left  him  in  that  miferable  condition  he  then 
appeared  in.  His  own  account  rendered  his 


recoverv 
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recovery  flill  more  doubtful :  I,  however,  or¬ 
dered  his  legs  to  be  tenderly  flretched  out,  in 
order  to  judge  whether  his  Weaknefs  was  owing 
to  acontradtion  or  relaxation  :  It  was  fome  time 
before  he  complained  of  any  pain,  not  indeed 
’till  his  legs  were  almoft  extended.  I  had  now 
Ibme  little  hopes  of  relieving  him,  tho’  I  did 
not  give  him  any,  as  I  hold  it  an  adl  of  cru¬ 
elty  to  feed  a  man  wnth  the  hopes  of  a  cure 
which  is  extremely  uncertain.  I  alTured  him 
the  internal  medicine  would  greatly  improve 
his  health,  and  that  the  external  application 
could  not  make  him  worfe:  Fie  had  great 
confidence  in  the  remedies,  and  mod  exadlly 
ufed  them  agreeably  to  the  diredtions  I  gave 
him  :  He  foon  found  benefit  from  them,  and 
was  enabled  in  about  fix  weeks  to  walk  acrofs 
his  room,  without  the  affiftance  even  of  a  (lick  : 
His  general  ftate  of  health  is  likewife  fo  greatly 
improved,  that  the  laft  time  I  had  the  pieafiire 
to  fee  him  (which  was  not  more  than  three 
months  from  the  time  he  began  the  ufe  of  the 
medicines)  he  told  me.v/ith  a  di din orui fired 
pleafure,  that  lie  had  that  morning  walked  a 
mile  or  more.  '  These 
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These  repeated  applications  convinced  me 
that  I  could  not  with-hold  my  alTiftance  thus 
earneftly  fought  for,  and  fuccefsfully  applied, 
without  a  manifeft  adl ,  of  inhumanity ;  nor 
would  my  fituation  in  life  permit  me  with  pru¬ 
dence  to  attend  gouty  patients  at  fuch  a  dif- 
tance  from  my  own  houfe  without  a  reafonable 
compenfation.  On  thefe  confiderations  I  de¬ 
termined  to  prefent  the  public  with  the  fecret 
of  my  medicines,  the  method  of  preparing 
them,  and  the  diredtions  to  be  obferved  in 

j 

their  ufe  and  application.  Here  my  friends 

warmly  interpofed,  and  obferved,  that  as  I 

had  made  thofe  difeoveries  with  great  Jabor, 

and  at  the  rifk  of  my  life,  it  v/ould  be  an  adl 

of  Injuftice  to  my  family,  not  to  make  fome 
$ 

advantage  of  them,  miore  particularly  as  the 
gout  generally  fell  on  thofe  people  who  were 
fo  well  able  to  pay  for  a  remxdy.  It  was  in 
vain  for  me  to  urge,  that  in  my  Letter  to 
Dodlor  Cadogan  I  had  faid,  ‘‘  If  I  can  efta- 
“  bliffi  the  certain  efficacy  of  this  method  of 
relief  which  has  done  me  fuch  fignal  fervice, 
I  intend  to  give  it  to  the  public  for  the  bene- 
“  fit  of  my  fellow-fufferers.”  Notwithfianding 

this 
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this  plea,  my  friends  infilled  on  the  prior  claim 
of  my  family,  and  aflured  me  farther,  that 
tho’  I  had  declared  I  would  never  praflifc 
phyfic,  yet  the  public  had  a  right  to  call  on 
me  to  retrad  that  declaration,  if  it  appeared 
1  could  be  ufeful  in  the  profeffion. 

1  SHALL  not  undertake  to  defend  thefe  prin¬ 
ciples,  and  can  only  fay,  that  had  my  fortune 
been  as  eafy  as  I  could  wifh,  I  fhould  have 
ftridly  adhered  to  my  firfl:  declaration. 

The  firfl  flep  I  took  in  confequence  of  my 
friends  remonflrance  was  to  propofe  the  pub¬ 
lication  of  my  medicines  by  fubfcription,  in¬ 
tending  by  this  means  that  thofe  in  affluent 
circumflances  might  have  an  opportunity  of 
procuring  relief  to  their  poorer  fellow-fufferers, 
and  that  all  gouty  people  in  general  fliould 
reap  the  benefit  of  my  labors.  This  pro- 
pofal  was  not  accepted,  and  yet  I  am  con- 
flantly  called  on  both  for  my  advice  and 
medicines.  For  thefe  reafons  I  found  myfelf 
Under  the  neceffity  of  complying  with  the 
earncft  folicitations  of  my  family  and  friends 

to 
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to  pra6tife  as  a  phyfician.  But  as  it- will  be 
impoffible^  for  me  to  attend  patients  at  a  con- 
fiderable  diftance,  and  being  truly  defirous 
that  every  perfon  afflidied  with  the  gout,  may 
partake  of  the  inefliimable  benefit  I  have  in  fo 
eminent  a  degree  received,  I  fhall  not  fcruple' 
to  fupply  fuch  with  the  medicines  as  are  be¬ 
yond  the  reach  of  my  perfonal  vifits,  and  will 
alfo  furnifh  them  with  the  moft  ample  inftruc- 
tions  for  their  ufe  and  application.  • 

If  thcfe  are  ilri6lly  •  followed,  I  can  with 
confidence  affert  every  gouty  fubjedl  will  re¬ 
ceive  benefit  from  the  remedies,  provided  their 
vital  powers  are  not  injured j  and  even  in  this 
cafe,  their  fufferings  may  be  mitigated,  and 
their  lives  prolonged.  But  let  me  again  repeat 
the  neceffity  of  a  ftridl  and  moft  exa61:  attention 
to  thofe  inflru(5lions '  fince  it  will  otherwife 
be  in  vain  to  expert  fuccefs-,  for  if  you  are 
determined  to  adopt  them  only  in  part,  and  at 
the  fame  time  attach  yourfclf  to  your  own 
opinion  and  practice,  you  wdll  be  as  much 
deceived  as  that  man,  who  wanting  to  drive 
his  carriage  up  a  hill,  fixes  one  horfe  before 

C  and 
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and  the  0':ber  behind  :  In  that  cafe,  as  in  this, 
the  ground  gained  by  one,  will  be  loft  by  the 
other. 

With  refpedt  to  the  fafety  of  the  medicines, 
they  are  fo  perfedly  innocent,  that  they  may 
be  adminiftred  without  danger  to  an  infant  of 
two  years  old..  I  muft  however  obferve,  that 
the  leaft  variation  in  their  compofition  may 
prove  fatal ;  .  and  this  I  do  not  fay  without 
fufficient  reafon.  This  circumftance  is  men¬ 
tioned  in  order,  to  prevent  unfkilful  people 
from  adminiftring  fuch  remedies  as  they  may 
think  like  them. 

I  BELIEVE  it  impofiible  for  the  moft  expert 
Chymiit  exaftly  to  analize  them,  and  I  de¬ 
clare  upon  my  honor  and  credit,  they  are  not 
in  any  medical  book  wliatever,  and  perfedlly 
unknown  to  any  one  but  myfcif. 

,I  FLATTER  myfclf  the  impartial  part  of  man* 
kind  will  not  blame  me  for  reta^ining  the  fee  ret 
ot  my  medicines  (for  the  reafon s  before  given) 
confidering  their,  ineftimablc  value  :  Nor  will 

it, 
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-it,  I  hope,  be  thought  illiberal  'to  furhifh 
thofe  with  them,  who  from  their  diftant  fitu- 
ation  cannot  apply  for  my  perfonal  affiftance. 
Indeed  had  I  fold  the  medicines  by  common 
agents,  the  example  of  fome  very  eminent 
phyficians,  both  amongft  the  ancients  and 
moderns,  would  have  juftified  the  pradtice. 
Among  the  latter  I  mention  with  refpedld^odor 

James,  whofe  excellent  powders  have  proved 

♦ 

fo  extenfively  ufeful  and  falutary,  which  they 
never  could  have  been,  had  they  been  cori- 
fined  merely  within  -the  fphere  of  his  own 
pradlice.  ,  a-  ^ 

It  will  perhaps  be  expefted  that  I  fhould 
give  my  reafons  for  preferring  gouty,  rheu¬ 
matic,  and  hyfterical  patients  in  the*  eourfe  of 
my  propofed  pradiicee.:  Tlieir  difeafes  I  Have 
more  immediately  firudied,  and  therefore  with 

I 

fome  propriety  can  fay,  ^  I  am  better  qualified 
to  treat  them.  It  mufl  however  be  fuppofed, 
that  every  man  who  has  entered  deeply  into 
the  fcience  of  phyfic,  muft  be  acquainted  with 
the  general  method  of  treating  moft  difeafes  ;  - 
yet  as  the  knowledge  of  human  nature  is 

C  2  limitted 


limitted  to  certain  bounds,  and  as  perfecflion 
is  not  the  happy  portion  of  mankind,  I  am 
perfuaded,  if  phyficians  would  reduce  the  great 
variety  of  difeafes  poor  uniiappy  mortals  are 
fubjedl  to,  into  different  claffes,  and  each  phy- 
fician  choofe  that  clafs  his  genius  prompts  him 
to  iludy,  the  divine  art  of  healing  in  all  pro¬ 
bability  would  be  much  improved,  and  con- 
fequently  the  fick  more  effedtually  helped,  -  and 
more  eafiiy  reflored :  For  a  divided  attention 
in  any  fcience  cannot  operate  fo  quickly  or  fo 
furely  as  that  which  is  confined  to  a  particular 
objed. 

*  Conscious  of  the  limitation  of  human  know- 

* 

ledge,  1  have  chofen  to  dired  my  little  fhare 
of  it  to  the  fludy  of  thefe  difeafes,  difeafes 
which  (however  fingular  I  may  be  in  my 
opinion)  I  am  perfuaded  owe  their  origin  to 
the  fame  caufe,  an  acrid  and  difiempered  bile. 
The  two  firfl  complaints,  fome  phyficians  have 
infifted  on  are  the  fame,  while  others  have  con¬ 
tended  for  their  being  diftind  difeafes :  in  fup- 
port  of  this  laft  opinion  it  is  obferved,  the 
diagnofdcks,  of  the  diforder  are  certainly  dif¬ 
ferent  I 
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ferent;  the  blood,  however,  both  of  gouty 
and  rheumatic  fubjedls  is  nearly  the  fame,  (viz.) 
extremely  fizey  and  highly  inflamed.  To  fay 
with  precifion  what  is  the  caufe  of  the  different 
fymptoms  of  thefe  diforders,  is  not  perhaps  in 
the  power  of  finite  reafoners.  Experience  and 
attentive  obfervation  have  however  convinced 
me,  that  the  Gout  and  Rheumatifm  are  cured 
by  nearly  the  fame  means ;  the  pain  in  both 
cafes  is  quickly  to  be  removed,  the  immediate 
caufe  of  the  diforder  correcftcd,  and  the  health 
of  the  patient  foon  reflored,  ^  ■ 

It  too  often  happens  that  thefe  diforders  are 

mofl  improperly  treated  in  their  infancy, 

whereby  the  recovery  of  the  patient’s  health 

and  adlivity  is  often  rendered  very  difficult,  if 

not  impoffibie.  I  mufl  here  remark  •,  how- 

* 

ever  offenfive  it  may  be  to  people  fubjedt  to 
thefe  complaints,  that  this  error  is  principally ' 
owing  to  themfelves,  and  not  the  faculty.  The 
phyfician  is  feldom  called  in,  till  the  patient 
and  his  attendants  have  tried  every  noftrum 
they  have  heard  recommended  for  the  fuppqfed 
diforder.  After  thev  have  gone  round  this 

circle. 
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circle,  and  have,  in  confequence  of  it,  heigh¬ 
tened  the  difeafe  from  their  miftaken  opinion 
and  wrong  treatment  of  it,  then  it  is  they  call 
for  that  alTiftance,  which,  if  it  had  been 
timely  procured,  the  fick  might  have  been 
eafily  reftored,  and  thofe  fatal  fymptoms  been 
prevented,  which  were  brought  on  by  original 
miimanagement. 

There  is  a  common  proverb  in  the  Eng- 
lifli  language  which  I  will  venture  to  pronounce 
has  been  the  death  of  thoufands :  (viz.)  that 

At  the  age  of  thirty  a  man  is  either  a  fool 

♦ 

or  a  phyiician.”  If  this  proverb  was  only 
extended  to  non-naturals,  (as  they  are  called ) 
perhaps  it  might  be  juft  and  ufeful ;  as  it  is 
eafy  enough  for  a  perfon  at  that  age  to  difcover 

the  advantages  of  living  in  good  air,  and  that 
excefs  either  in  eating  or  drinking,  too  much 
or  too  little  deep,  great  indolence  or  injudi¬ 
cious  exercife,  and  an  improper  exertion  of  the 
paiTions  are  highly  pernicious :  but  the  misfor¬ 
tune  is,  that  men  prefume  upon  this  proverb, 
and  think  it  extends  to  the  medicinal  treatment 

of 
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of  difcafes  in  general :  unhappy  prefumption  I 
If  thofe  who  are  fo  fond  of  that  proverb,  and 
who  in  confequence  of  it  fo  often  quack  with 
themfelves,  would  but  refle^l  a  moment  on  the 
nature  and  curious  formation  of  the  animal 
machine,  I  think  they  would  be  lefs  prefuming^^^ 
and  more  cautious  in  attempting  to  reftore  it, 
when  it  unfortunately  happens  to  be  difordered. 

If  their  watch  is  by  any  means  injured,  they 
immediately  employ  a  proper  perfon  to  repair 
it,  tho’  they  have  an  opportunity  of  accurately 

I 

examining  every  wheel,  pin,  and  fpring  of  this 
little  machine,  to  find  out  it’s  defedl.  How 
differently  do  they  act  with  regard  to  them- 
fclves  ?  If  they  are  difordered  in  any  refpedt, 
they  at  once  conclude  they  know  the  caufe,  , 
and  immediately  apply  the  remedy  :  ifrange  in¬ 
fatuation  !  that  in  the  firfl  triflng  inflance  they 
give  up  their  judgment,  yet  in  the  other,  tho’ 
of  fuch  confequence,  prefume  on  their  know¬ 
ledge  of  the  human  machine,  which  is  a  thou- 
fand  times  more  complicated,  and  therefore 
more  difficult  to  be  underftood.  What  can 
be  more  evident  ?  does  not  every  day’s  expe¬ 
rience  prove,  that  many  gentlemen  of  the  pro- 

feffion, 
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fefUon  tho’  formed  by  art  and  nature  for  the 
fludy  of  phyfic^  often  find  themfelves  at  a  lofs 
to  account  for  fome  diforders  incident  to  the 

human  body :  in  this  cafe  men  of  the  greatefl 
flciil  aft  with  the  greatefl  caution,  and  by  wait¬ 
ing  on  nature  and  her  operations,  prevent  thofe 
deadly  confequences,  which  ignorant  and  pre¬ 
fuming  people  bring  on  themfelves  and  others 
by  a  hafly  and  officious  adminiftration  of  im¬ 
proper  medicines. 

The  various  difpenfatories  which  have  been 
publiffied,  with  the  thoufands,  and  tens  of 
thoufands  of  receipts  for  curing  difeafes,  have 
perhaps  in  fome  degree  given  rife  to  this  general 
itch  of  quackery  ^  and  could  their  authors 
have  conveyed  to  the  readers  the  means  to 
judge  of  difeafes,  together  with  the  recipes  for 
curing  them,  foniething  might  be  laid  in  ex- 
cufe  tor  fo  general  a  praftice  of  phyfic.  But’ 
this  art  is  not  to  be  acquired  by  reading  dif¬ 
penfatories,  and  tludying  receipts :  a  clear 
knowledge  of  the  hiilory  of  difeafes,  joined  to 
a  thorough  acquaintance  with  the  materia  me- 
dica,  and  a  quick  difcernment,  are  the  rare 

qua- 
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qualifications  neceflary  to  conftitute  a  good 
phyfician;  tho’  I  believe  it  may  be  affirmed 
with  ftridt  juftice  that  Great-Britain  produces 
as  many  fuch  as  any  country  in  Europe. 


The  extreme  difficulty  of  forming  a  true 
judgment  of  difeafes  is  bell  known  to  fuch 
phyficians  as  were  juft  now  defcribed.  They 
know  that  one  difeafe  has  frequently  the  ap¬ 
pearance  of  another,  tho’  fpringing  from  a  very 
different  caufe,  and  therefore  to  be  treated  in  a 
very  different  manner.  This  naturally  leads 
me  to  fay  fomething  of  Hyfterical  complaints  ; 
another  diforder  I  have  profeiTedly  undertaken 
to  relieve. 

Persons  fubjedl  to  this  miferable  difeafe,  I 
have  conftantly  obferved  are  of  relaxed  and 
delicate  conftitutions,  of  quick  fenfation,  and 
confequently  of  very  irritable  fibres.  From 
thefe  obfervations  it  will  naturally  occur,  that 
if,  from  accident  or  any  other  caufe,  the  blood 
and  juices  of  fuch  fubjedts  become  contami- 
nated,  their  conftitutions  muft  be  injured ;  and 
the  delicacy  of  their  frame  being  incapable  of 

<  D  making 
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making  fuch  powerful  exertions,  as  are  neccf* 
fary  to  di (lodge  the  enemy,  their  whole  nervous 
fyilem  being  tender  and  exquifitely  fenfible, 
receives  the  firil  impreffidh's  of  their  difordered 
habit.  As  the  nerves  are  diftributed  through 
every  part  of  the  human  frame,  hence  perhaps 
it  is,  that  the  vitiated  fluids,  more  particularly 
afiedling  one  part  of  the  nervous  fyftem  than 
another,  produce  thofe  fenfations,  which  make 
the  afflidied  perfon  conceive  ilie  has  that  com¬ 
plaint,  particularly  incident  to  the  part  affedled : 
how  can  we  otherwife  account  for  hyflerical 
patients  at  times  believing  they  are  troubled 
with  every  chronic  difeafe  }  That  the  nerves 
are  principally  affedied  in  this  diforder  is  de- 
monflrable  by  the  patient’s  receiving  inilant 
relief  from  foetid  and  volatile  medicines,  and 
by  the  return  of  their  complaints,  as  foon  as 
thofe  medicines  have  expended  their  force, 
which  generally  happens  in  a  very  fliort  time : 
and  therefore  it  is  that  medicines  of  this  tribe  : 
never  cure  hyflerical  affections.  Having  care¬ 
fully  attended  to  thefe  circumftances,  it  was 
clear  to  me  that  this  flubborn  difeafe  would 
readily  yield  ^to  a  medicine  fo  compounded,  as 


to 
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to  brace  up  the  relaxed  habit,  corred  the  viti- 
ated  crafis  of  the  blood  and  juices,  and  at  the 
fame  time  give  a  ftrong  vibration  to  the  nerves. 
Conformably  with  this  theory,  I  moil  happily 
united  in  a  medicine  fuch  ingredients  as  have 
alv^ays  had  this  furprizing  good  cife6l.  I  have 
adminiilered  it  to  many  hyilerical  patients, 
fome  dreadfully  bad,  whom  it  relieved  in  a 
iliorter  time  than  I  care  to  mention  nor  can  I 
recolledl  one  inilance  in  which  it  failed  of  doing 
fervice. 


1  HAVE  frequently  obferved  too  with  infinite 
concern,  that  gouty  people,  whofe  conilitu- 
tions  have  been  debilitated  by  an  improper 
treatment,  are  frequently  afflifted  with  hyileri¬ 
cal  and  hypocondriacal  complaints  ;  difeafes, 
tho’  not  exadlly  fimilar,  yet  in  Many  indances 
much  alike  ^  and  as  both  of  them  produce  the 
mod  melancholy  and  horrible  ideas,  it  is  not 
to  be  wondered  at,  that  fuch  fuffcrers  diould 
wifli  for  a  fit  of  the  gout,  in  order  to  get  rid 
of  a  worfe  complaint.  The  methods  hqwever 
generally  purfued  in  order  to  effe^l  this  pur- 
pofe  have  feldom  anfwered,  and  have  too  fre- 

D  2  quently 
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quently  fo  iliocked  and  difordered  the  human 
frame,  that  it  has  not  been  in  the  power -of 
medical  art  to  reftore  it ;  the  confequence  of 
which  has  often  pufhed  on  the  unhappy  fub- 
jeds  of  thefe  complaints  to  a6ts  of  fuicide,  in 
order  to  get  rid  of  a  life,  the  continuance  of 
which  appears  to  them  more  dreadful  than 
death  itfelf. 

If  perfons  laboring  under  thele  miferable 
complaints  are  not  too  far  gone,  I  am  per- 
fiiaded  it  is  in  my  power  to  reftore  them. 
Humariity  (and  not  vanity,  or  an  improper 
attachment  to  my  intereft)  prompts  me  to  fay  . 
this.  I  muft  be  weak  indeed  not  to  fee,  if  my 
pretentions  are  ill  founded,  they  muft  foon  fall, 
and  fubje6l  me  to  deferved  contempt.  Con¬ 
fident  however  of  my  Integrity,  and  the  Up- 
rightnefs  of  my  intentions,  I  fhall  rifk  the 
confequence,  and  rely  on  the  candor  of  the 
public,  and  on  the  faithful  reprefentation  of 
ilich  people,  as  may  think  proper  to  put  them-- 
ieives  under  my  care. 

AJhton^  near  May  30,  1775, 
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The  following  cafes  ("amongft  many  others) 
having  happened  fince  the  firft  publication  of 
the  apology,  are  now  added  to  thofc  already 
related. 

Mr.  Burges,  an  eminent  attorney,  in 
who  had  been  afili6led  with  the  Gout  about 
eight  years,  was  now  violently  attacked  with  it 
in  both  his  feet.  Having  fent  for  me,  he  told 
me  he  had  been  juft  reading  my  Apology,  and 
had  from  thence  conceived  great  hopes  it  would 
be  in  my  Power  to  relieve  him  :  He  faid  “  his 
‘‘  prefent  fit  was  particularly  unfortunate,  for 
‘‘  that  the  aflizes  were  foon  coming  on  in  Brijlol^ 
‘‘  where  he  had  many  caufes  depending  *,  that 
‘‘  the  pain  of  the  Gout  was  fo  excruciating, 
‘‘  he  could  not  turn  his  thoughts  to  bufinefs, 
‘‘  notwithftanding  it  was  at  that  jun6lure  fo 
‘‘  efientially  neceftary.”  My  vifit  to  him  was 
on  a  Friday,  when  he  eameftly  alked  me  ‘‘  if  I 
thought  it  was  pofiible  to  cure  him  of  this  fit 
“  before  the  Afiizes  began,”  which  he  obferved 
were  to  commence  on  the  Monday  fe’nnight 
‘‘  following  I  told  him  he  might  certainly 
be  relieved,  provided  he  would  follow  my  in- 

ftrudions, 
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Urudions,  which  I  have  reafon  to  believe  he  did 
with  exadtnefs.  The  application  of  the  lini¬ 
ment  to  his  feet  was  very  liberal,  having  ufed 
as  much  as  I  generally  do  in  a  lit  when  the 
Gout  is  all  over  me.  The  event  was,  that  he 
was  enabled  to  walk  about  his  room  on  the 
Tuefday  iollowing,  Wednefday  to  dine  at  a 
friend'*s  houfe,  and  the  whole  week  following 
to  attend  the  affizes  in  Brifiol^  which  he  did 
without  the  leail  pain  or  difficulty  ^  and  it  v/as 
indeed  remarked  by  fome  perfons  in  the  Guild¬ 
hall,  that  if  Mr.  Burges’s  extraordinary  reco- 
very  had  not  been  known,  they  ffiould  not 
have  believed  ffrom  his  alertnefs)  he  had  ever 
had  the  Gout, 


The  Rev,  Dr.  Buck,  of  Bideford.,  in  Devon- 


fbire.,  who  had  been  under  my  care  at  the  Hot- 


‘wells.,  and  having  receiv’d  Benefit  from  my 
medicines,  and  feen  their  good  effefl  on  other 


gentlemen,  was  defirous  (from  principles  of 
real  liberality  and  true  benevolence)  to  relieve 
tiioie  peoule  with  them  in  his  neio'hbourhoocL 
who  might  be  affiifled  with  the  gout,  but, 


whofe  litiiation  in  life  would  not  permit  them 


to 
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to  pay  for  proper  afliftance.  In  confequence  of 
this  he  took  with  him  fome  of  the  medicines.

Preceding  this  attack,  his 
appetite  was  bad,  attended  with  great  pains 
in  his  head  and  ftomach.  The  Dr.  who  is 
perfedly  acquainted  with  the  prognofiics  of 
the  diforder,  told  the  man  that  in  all  probabi¬ 
lity  he  would  have  a  general  fit  of  the  gout, 

which  he  had  been  accuflomed  to  have  in  al- 
moft  every  joint.  The  Dr.’s  fufpicions  proved 
true,  and  King  was  fuccefiively  attacked  v/icli 
the  gout  in  his  left  Hand  and  elbow,  both 
feet,  knees,  and  ancles  :  He  nov/  took  the

elixir,  and  anointed  every  part  as  it  was  attack- 

'  ed 


ed  ;  what  will  perhaps  appear  wonderful  he 
found  almoft  inftant  eafe:  July  the  27th  he 
was  perfe6lly  recovered,  and  had  only  a  little 
weaknefs  in  his  ancles,  which  I  am  perfuaded 
from  the  advice  the  Dr.  has  given  him  he  will 
foon  get  the  better  of.  %

The  above-mentioned  perfons  have  likewife 
authorifed  me  to  mention  them  as  having  re¬

generated.  If  I  fliould  fucceed  in  fo  happy 

a  difeovery,  it  will  give  me  the  highefb  pleafure 
to  communicate  it  to  the  public,  not  fo  much 

from 
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from  motives  of  perfonal  advantage,  as  from 
thofe  principles  of  humanity  and  fympathetic 
feelings,  which  cannot  fail  of  operating  pow¬ 
erfully  on  every  Man  who  has  fullered  fo  much 
from  the  Gout  as  I  have.
